A. P.).—Lieut. James A. Meissner, 


whose home is in Brooklyn. and who 
brought down his first German air- 
plane today on the American front 
northwest of Toul, returned to his 
hangar. to receive the congratula- 
tions of his comrades and to make 
his report with a bashful grin on his 
face. The Lieutenant is young and 
slight, and “‘tickled to death” that he 
has one enemy’s scalp hanging to his 
belt. 

The story of his exploit having 
trickled in over the telephone wire, 
the correspondent went to the Lieu- 
tenant’s hangar. It had been re- 
ported that a wing of Meissner’s ma- 
ching had been torn off by his op- 
ponent’s airplane. 

““‘Impossible,"’ said one of the mem- 
bers of Meissner’s squadron before 
the young aviator had returned to his 
billet. “If the boche had really 
scraped Jimmy with his wing we 
would have had to call on the Red 
Cross to make inquiries throuch 
Switzerland as to what happened to 
him. Just at that time Lieut. Meiss- 
ner jumped out of an automobile

The Blushing Aviator’s Story. 

“Well! well! there's Jimmy,” cried 
his companidéns as they ran out to 
meet him. All tried to grasp his 
hand at the agme time and shake it, 
while many questions were hurled 
at the young aviator, The Lieuten- 
ant blushed and looked around as if 
at a los# how to begin. He briefly 
told an American story in an Amer- 
ican way, just as if bringing down a 
German machine was an every-day 
trick.

“I thought that might be some 
sort of camouflage for a getaway, 
for they tell me the Germans are 
full of tricks, so I kept right on his 
tail. Then he began to drop, real 
red flames streaming*from him. I 
knew that I had him and that I had 
fired 200 shots, but I also knew my 
machine was damaged. So I turned 
around and headed for home. I 
thought I had better come down 
safely inside our lines, so I did it, 
and there you are.”

MRS. LOUIS CELLA DIES 


4 DAYS AFTER HUSBAND, 


Her Share of $12,000,000 Es- 
tate Probably Will Go to 
Collateral Heirs. 


Mrs. Agnes Johnson Cella, widow 
of Louis A. Cella, who was reputed 
to bé the largest holder of Aowntown 
St. Loulg real estate, dred of heart 
trouble at 9:45 a. m. today at St. 


Luke’s Hospital. Cella died there of 
typhoid-malaria Monday’ and ‘was 
buried yesterday. He left an estate 
estimated to be valued at $12,009.- 


-; 000. 


Before her marriage to Cella. 
more than twenty years ago, Mrs. 
Cella was employed in a shoe factory 
near a saloon which Cella owned at 
Twenty-first street and Washington 
avenue. This was before he accum- 
ulated a fartune. 

Under the law at least one half 
of the fortune became hers at the 
death of her husband and it ts be- 
lieved her portion will now go to 
her collateral heirs, as the Cellas 
had no children. Their home, Whild- 
wood, on the Crece Coeur Lake line 
in St. Louis County, is a beautiful 
40-room mansion, with a garage 
which is said to have cost $75,000. 


'The estate also includes much choice 
downtown property, including hotels, 


theaters and valuable business cor- 
ners. 

Cella’'s will has not yet been filed 
for probate. Under the law she 
would have had the right to reject 
the wil if its provisions gave her 
less than her dower right. Since her 
husband's death she has not been in 
/ physical condition to accept or re- 
ject the provisions of her husband's 
will, but lawyers say this will not 
‘affect the right of her heirs to inherit 
j her dower share, amounting to one 
| half of the estate.

UNLIMITED WER. 

The limit of the G ent to equip troops 
and transport them to the other side should be the 
only limit fixed by the Congress for the army we 
must raise for the war. In short, the Govern- 
ment should have authority to draft the maxi- 
mum number of men it can handle. 

Secretary Baker is right in asking Congress to 
give the War Department unlimited authority as 
to men. This is the sound and sensible plan. 

There is now no reason in congressional limi- 
tation, because the nation is in the war to win 
and is determiined to supply every man, every gun, 
every shell and every ship to win the war. . That 


-5¢ | policy is fixed. The people and their representa- 


tives are not only willing, but insistent that the 
Government ‘send all. the men that can be 
equipped, trained and transported, and that it con- 
tinually improve and enlarge its resources for 
equipping and transporting men to the front. 
We know that the one paramount need of the 
allied armies is manpower. Superiority of man- 
power will mean not only the checking of the Ger- 
man drive, but the turning of the German drive 
into an allied drive. It will mean swift victory. 
The rapidity with which the German reserves, 
which were at the maximum on March 21, are 
used up will measure the duration of the war. 
The Ggrman reserves are limited. The Kaiser has 
scraped the bottom of his reservoir of men. We 
have enormous reserves of men. The quicker we 
get our reserves to the front the quicker will the 
German reserves be exhausted and the tide 


‘turned toward victory. 


A measure authorizing unlimited drafts upon 
our millions of men will not only have the phys- 
ical effect of cumulative increazwe of manpower, 
but it will have % tremendous moral effect. Our 
enemies and the neutral nations will be assured 
that all of America’s vast resources are in the 
war and will get into the fight as fast as we can 
put them in. 

Why, then, limit the Government in numbers 
of men? Why, when more men are needed, wait 
for authorizing acts of Congress? 
the Government from all debate and delay on the 
vital question of men and supplies. Let us now 
devote the whole power of the nation to war. The 
Government will then be free to “use men and 


other resources as the needs of war and industry 
, v 
demand. 
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SENATE AIRPLANE DEBATE. 

The heated exchange of remarks in the Senate 
over the disappointing airplane program added 
nothing to the public’s information as to lapses 
in constructive work. That the hopes for pro- 
duction results entertained last summer are far 
from being realized is well known. The depart- 
ment has bgen reorganized and with a new 
personnel and higher aims in efficiency will 
endeavor to.make up for lost time. If any crim- 
inal responsibility for financial loss exists, that 
can be determined later, after more pressing 
matters are disposed of. 

But as read in the Senate the report of the 
American Aeronautical Society emphasized one 
point showing a need for another change as 
great as that already effected in constructive ef- 
fort. That point relates to the training of men. 
The society records its regret over the slowing 
down in the recruiting and instruction of avi- 
ators ahd assigns as a reason the improbability 
of a great fleet being provided during 1918 for 
the recruits to man. 

But while the men are waiting for battle ma- 
chines, every additional month of training adds 
to their expertness. As soon as they are shown 
to be competent our trained men can be sent to 
Europe to co-operate with the flying service of 
the French and British, who have plenty of ma- 
chines. To slow down the training program is a 
mistake. It should proceed without reference to 
the dilatory construction program which, after 
a long interval of regrettable slowing down, is 
‘now to be hastened. 
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We might dispose of our bond slackers at a 
rummage sale—but, on second thought, who'd 
want them at any price? 
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GERMAN BAD FAITH. 

Germany’s policies and purposes are best de- 
scribed in Germany’s own words. The “scrap of 
paper” phrase did not originate with an enemy 
of Germany; it was the German Chancellor’s own 
description of the German attitude toward the 
treaty protecting Belgium. And now that Ger- 
many seems about to repeat, in the case of Hol- | 
land, her crime against Belgium, it is fortunate 
that we have Germany’s. own statement of the 
reason for this action: This statement is found 
in a telegram from the German Foreign Secre- 
tary to Prince Lichnowsky, in London. The tele- 
gram was sent from Berlin Aug. 4, 1914, and is 
No. 157 in the British White Book. — 

In_ this telegram, the German Foreign Secretary 
directed Prince Lichnowsky to assure the Brit- 
ish Government that, even in the case of armed 
conflict with Belgium, Germany would under no 
pretense annex Belgian territory. “The  sin- 
cerity of this declaration,” he says, “is borne out 
by the fact that we solemnly pledged our word 
to Holland strictly to respect her neutrality. IT 
IS OBVIOUS THAT WE COULD NOT PROFIT- 
ABLY ANNEX BELGIAN TERRITORY WITH- 
OUT MAKING AT THE SAME TIME TERRI- 
TORIAL ACQUISITIONS AT THE EXPENSE OF 
HOLLAND,” 

There we have it. Germany lied when she said 
she did not mean to annex Belgian territory, but 
she told the truth when she said that, having 
annexed it, she would need territory from Hol- 
land also. Germany then meant to take and keep 
Antwerp, and she even then had her eye on the 
mouth of the River Scheldt, in Holland. There is 
no reason to suppose that, having once laid hands 
on Holland, Germany will be satiefied with less 
than the entire course of the Rhine; and her seiz-

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THINK BEFORE ACTING. 

Widespread irruptions of personal violence 
against individuals suspected of lukewarmness to- 
wards the war are perhaps a wholesome symptom 
of a fine quickening of the country’s patriotic in- 
stincts, but they are not always an unmixed bless- 
ing.

One form of attack is to be by a new gas, more 
deadly than any before known, which is to be 
compressed into receptacles and thrown down on 
our populous cities from air craft. That it would 
be possible*by this means to kill a million civili- 
ans, women and children as well as men, is a 
conception which in magnitude and horror is 
worthy of its German origin. When, however, 
the enormous cubical contents of the air extend- 
ing over and for some distance above the space on 
the grotnd required for the activities of a mil- 
lion people are considered and the amount of even 
this potent gas necessary to adulterkte this air 
sufficiently to kill, it can be seen that the hopes 
of frightfulnegs have been pitched too high. 

That attacks are planned and that some meas- 
ure of success might be gained in them is entirely 
credible. ‘A raider like the Wolf, whose voyage 
Capt. J. Stanley Cameron describes, might creep 
up to within 40 or 50 miles of one of our coast 
cities and send its hydroplanes to throw down 
bombs and poison. Submarines carrying aircraft 
might do the same. The best way to avert the 
peril is to strengthen the battle lines holding Ger- 
many within her present limits. Every man sent 
to the front, every dollar contributed to the war 
funds, every destroyer, battleship, airplane made 
available in Europe lessens Germany’s possibility 
of transferring a part of her agencies of destruc- 
tion to this continent.

QO": of the strangest religious 


festivals ever witnessed by civ- 
ilized man is celebrated every 
spring in the villages of the Atlas 
Mountains, the great range between 
the Desert of Sahara and the Medi- 
terranean Sea in Northern Africa.

The program begins with a com- 
bat between two Berbers, one of 
whom has his head ed in yellow 
cloth and the other in black, repre- 
senting yellow and black bees. After 
this duel, which is to the death, a 
monk or dervish from the Moslem 
monastry of Medidjie appears on the 
scene and a solemn hush falls over 
the crowd as he appears about to the 
music of a flute played by himself. 
The extraordinary fact is that every 
inch of his naked body ts literally 
covered with bees, and great swarms

him. He picks them up in handfuls 
and throws them to the ground. 

Strange to say, he escapes without 
a sting, although the bees of the At- 
las are of the most dangerous type 
as regards their stinging powers 
Scientists who have witnessed the 
ceremony are unable to explain the 
source of the dervish’s power over 
the bees, but it has been suggested 
that he hides a queen bee on his 
person.
